Shanghai, Aug. 10. 
At dawn to-day an ambulance 
sped from the western outskirts 
of the city to the headquarters 
of the Japanese Naval Landing 


the bodies of Sub-Lieutenant 
Ohyama and Seaman Saito, both 
of whom were killed yesterday 
in a clash with Chinese mili- 
tiamen near Hungjao aerodrome.

But Jobless Total 
Also Up 


re London, Aug. 9. 

The Ministry of Labour estimates 
that on July 26 the number of in- 
sured persons in employment In Great 
Britaln, exclusive of persons within 
the agricultural scheme, was approx- 
(mately 11,517,000, or 521,000 more 
than a year ago. 


At the same date, the number of 
registered unemployed was 1,379,459, 
comprising 1,069,180 wholly  un- 
employed, 246,615 temporarily lald 
off and 63,664 normally jn ‘casual 
employment. The tota}, which in- 
cluded. 1,074,474 men, 40,392 boys, 
221,400 women and 43,193 girly, was 
22,861 ‘more than on June 21, but 
12,613 less than a year ago. . 


The increase on the June total is 
almost the same as the figure of 22,042 
juveniles registered for the first time 
on. leaving school at the end of the 
summer term, There was a reduce 
ton contrary to” seasonal tend in 
unemployment In the coal mining in- 
dustry. . 


An analysis shows that 575,000, or 
46 per cent., of the total registered 
unemployed had been without work 
for less than six weeks—British 
Wireless.

“PROHIBIT ALL |, . 

The full text of-the resolution to 
be moved Is us follows: 

“That in view of the crucitles in- 
volved in killing for sport, this 
meeting urges the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Trust. to 
reselnd any existing authorisations 
and prohibit all-future hunting and 
shooting for sport on Trust lands 
(except such as have been kiven to 
the’ Trust conditionally upon the 
sanction of field sports. thereon), for 
the following reasons: 

“(1) The National Trust Act 
(1907), as printed in the Trust's 
annual report, expressly states 
that the Trust was established 
Unter alla) for the preservation 
(so far as practicable) of...anl--. 
mal and plant life. (Clause 4, 
Sect. 1.) 

“(2) The Trust’s own Bye-law No. 
8, as displayed on its estates, forbids 
any unauthorised person to ‘catch or 
kilt any bird or other animal’ or to 
‘shoot or chase or drive game or 
other animals.’ : 

“CRUELTIES" 

“(3) Trusts lands being virtually 
public property, some regard should 
be pald to the rapldly growing section 
of public opinion which disapproves 
of the crucltles involved in hunting 
and shooting of wild creatures for 
amusenient.”” a 

The proposer. of this resolution is 
Commander J. Leonard Cather, head 
of the National Council for Animal 


” 


Welfare, 

Lord Noel-Buxton is among the 
seven influential members of the 
Trust who have seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

A lively debate ts expected, 

Commander Cather said: “Obvious- 
ly it is ridiculous that the National 
Trust, which exists to Preserve wild 
Wife, should allow hunting and 
shooting where it can Prevent It. 

“The number of -membcrs 
definitely opposed to blood sports 
has been increasing steadily. It 

Js time that the Trust "took a 

definite line to stop crucltles to 

animals on its estates,” 

Mr. Bertram Lloyd, secretary of 
the National Soclety for the Aboiition 
of Crucl Sports, and a seconder of 
the resolution, said: 


VITAL 

“As a Hfe member of the Trust, I 
feel that it is in the best interest of 
the Trust and the nation that this 
vital question is discussed and 
settled, . ; 

“There are hundreds of People who 
do not support the Trust financially 
because of its attitude to crucl sports. 

“It is argucd that the financial 
loss from hunting circles if hunt- 
ing were abolished would be dis- 
astrous. But would it? 

‘It should be possible to get 
other people opposed to blood 
sports to guarantee to make up 
the money. 

“There never has been given 
opportunity for proper discussion of 
the question at Trust meetings. Every 
cftort has been made to delay the 
issue. : 


“If a picblselto of Trust mem- 
bers were held Iam certain that 
an overwhelming majority In 
favour of stopping blood-sports 
would bo obtained.” — 

Mr. Lloyd said that a member of 
the Trust committce at Ashridge re- 
signed In protest against blood-sports. 
There had been mony protests from 
naturnl history socielics at damage 
by hunting. i 

Mr. Lloyd added that hunting was 
entirely forelgn the spirit of the 
Natlonal Trust and to the ideals of 
{ts founders, * 

“MINORITY MOVE” 

Mr. C. J, Gibbs, assistant secretary 
of the Natlonal Trust, sald: : 

“fhe movement In favour of 
tho abolition of blood sports is a 
mlnority one. The question has 
been raised on four or flve occa- 
sions before but has always been 
defeated by a large mafority.”* 
Mr..Gtbbs said that it was possible 

that there had been no change-of 
opinion since the matter was last 
ralsed at a general 
yeurs ago. 

BIG REVENUE 

“The Trust is in a dificult posi- 
tion," he sald.- “It has an annual 
Income running into thousands from 
shooulng rights. : 

“Bomo of tho most ardent sup- 
porters of the Trust are keen - 
hunilng folk, and {t could not* 
afford to lose them." 

Mr. Gibbs shid that it was unlikely

RURAL HYGIENE 


“LEAGUE CONFERENCE IN 
SESSION AT BANDOENG 


“We may safely assert that the 
Enst has contributed considerably to 
the advancement of pathology and 
hygiene and has enriched dingnostic 
capnbility and therenpeutical experi- 
ence,” declured Dr, J. Offringa, Pre- 
sident- of. the League of Natlons 
Rural Health Conference which is in 
session at Bandoeng. The Confer- 
ence closes on August 13. 

Dr. Offringn wos spenking at the 
opening of the conference on August 
3 after the delegates, Including those 
from Hongkong and China, had been 
welcomed by His Excellency — the 
Governor General of the Nether- 
Innds East Indies, His Excellency, 
xlving his blessing to the uatherlng 
in the Far Enstern countries, 
which were lurgely ngricultural, the 
health of the rural population was 
of paramount importance. But while 
the measures one would like to take 
were many, the resources at the dis- 


| posal of the governments were IimIt- 


ed. Thelr work, therefore, was to 
choose and select from those mea- 
sures those which were Hkely 
prove the most Ilmited. 

Dr. Rajchman, Director of the 
Henlth section of the League of 
Nations, and Secretary-General. of 
the Conference, uso spoke, 

Dr. Offringu said in purt: “We all 
rejolce at these endeavours to bring 
the countries of jhe Far East closer 
fo ench other and to Europe—also 
In matters of public health. 

“It ds our opinion that this effort, 
by joining the interests and the 
sphere of Interests, will afford real 
tssistance fn enhancing_the_ stability 
und the relationship in the Far East. 

“Certainly this will advance the 

nim of the League of Natlons to 
consolidate: wotld peace, as well as 
our nim to identify ourselves close- 
ly with the efforts of this splendid 
organisation nt Geneva, 
- "The West shows with mortality 
and morbidity telling figures, the 
favournble influence of preventive 
medicine, and its logically-provided 
hyxicnic measures, on public health 
and, in addition, on public strength 
and public prosperity. 

“It may safely be said 
necessity for preventive medicine, 
which tries to prevent diseases, is 
being realised throughout the world.

that the 


_ Western Victory 

“It seems to me that Iam not go- 
fo too far if I speak of a victory 
which Western medicine has made in 
the fields of curative and of preven- 
tive care in the Orient, 

“This victory, Is partly because 
western science is served in so many 
ways by experience in the Enstern 
struggle. 

“We may safely assert that the 
East has contributed considerably to 
the advancement of pathology and 
hygiene, and has enriched dingnostic 
capability and thereapeutical experi- 
ence, 

“Also, for the future development 
of, medicine, the East presents— 
amply and generously—great poss!- 
bilities for. much promising experi-~ 
mental activity as attributes to this 
victory of Western knowledge. 

“Especiatly in this area the meet- 
Ing of East and West provides a 
task, which brings slong with it not 
only broad prospects, but also great 
diMicultics. 

“We nore not only faced by fright- 
fully high rates of mortality and 
morbidity, but also by the fact, that 
the people among whom and for 
whom we are putting forth our 
efforts do not understand what we 
intend to do jn our measures . for 
public health, 

“You will realise therefore with 
me, that many and great difficulties 
are ussociated with the organisation 
of medical and hygiene activities in 
Eastern countries. t 


Must Find Own Way 

“The East—glven its own chorac- 
ter of social and economic structure 
—must find its own ways and paths. 

"In view of the. favourable results 
achieved by the first conference on 
rural hygicne in 1031 at Geneva it 
was u good idea to convene Enstern 
countrics for the same purposc. 

“It ls not our intention any more 
than it was at the conference at 
Geneva, to Iny down rules and prine 
ciples with a view to stabilising an 
existing. state of things.’ Public 
health is not statle but dynamic, 

“If public health care ls to assume 
n real plnce in the sciontific applica- 
tion of knowledge, it must be bnas- 
ed on the principles of preventive 
medicine, These principles are 
changing constantly with the . accre- 
tion of new knowledge.” 

Dr. .Offringa said that after the 
preliminary discussions of the cx- 
perts’ reports, the Conference would 
no doubt split into five or six com- 
mitteas, cach of which would deal 
with one of the points on the agenda. 

Besides the merely technical pro- 
blems of sanitation, for Instance, 


shousing, drinking-water supply, the 


disposal of sewage and refuse, the 
‘suitable organisation of medica and 
public health services claimed atten- 
tlon. ‘ 

The very {mportant question of 
nutrition, which was drawing more 
and more attention, would in itself 


require na conference of ten days to’ 


obtain a view of the maln lincs 
along which the solution of the pro- 
blem must be sought. ‘ : 

The measures for combating cer- 
tain diseases in tyral-arens were also 
of great importance nnd they were 
anxious to hear. of the experiences 
of those connected with activities 
‘concerning malaria, ankylostomlasis, 
tuberculosis, leprosy and 80 on. 

Rural Reconstruction — 

All-these items. would be consider- 
ed in close connectlon with the one 
called “rural reconstruction,” a pro- 
diem of great importance—extending 
for over the Mmits of medical and 
public health care—but, for the de- 
velopment of rural hygiene, of most 
decisive significance. « - : 

In. this. flold great interests came 
together. This was the problem 
which called for .the close co-opern- 
tion of physicians and hygienists, of 
economists and sgriculturists, of tho 
administrative officials and oll the 
various experts interested in the up- 
Uft of the rural population. 

‘There were convened at the Ban-

SCIENTIST 


DR. V. L. KELLOGG 
PASSES 


Hartford, Conn., Aug. 0. 
Dr. Vernon Lymnn Kellong, the 
well-known scfentist and author, has 
died at the age of 09.—United Press. 


Starting his carcer os assistant and 
nssocinte professor of entomology in 
the University of Kansos = .(1800- 
1894) -the Inte Dr, Kellogg received 
the appointment of Professor of En- 
tomology and Lecturer In Blonomics 
at Stanford University in 1894, re- 
malning in the post until 1920, when 
he retired. 


The Inte Mr. Kellogg was.a mem- 
ber of the ational Academy of 
Sclence and various other American 
ond European scientific societies, He 
was «un Officer of the Legion of 
Honour (France), Commander of the 
Order of -the Crown , (Belgium), 
Commander of the Order of Leopold 
I (Belgium), Communder of the Or- 
der of Polonia Restitute (Poland) 
and was also’ awarded the Gold 
Medal (Poland). 


These honours followed upon his 
relief work durlng the Great War, 
when with Mr. Herbert Hoover he 
cume into prominence, 


Among his many posts the late 
Dr. Kellogg was Director in Brussels 
of the American Committee for Re- 
Yef in Belgium (1915-1916), Assis- 
tunt to the United States Food Ad- 
ministrator (1917-1910), Chief of the 
Mission to Poland, Special Investiga- 
tor in Russia and other’ service in 
Burope with the American Rellcf 
Administration .(1918-10922), Per- 
inanent Secretary to the National 
Research Council, Washington (1010- 
1931), Chairman of the Division of 
Educationnl Relations (1919-29), and 
Secretary Emeritus since 1932. 


The Inte Dr. Kellogg was trustee 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, the 
Brookings Tnstitutlon, Gallaudet 
College and other -philanthropic, 
sclentilts und cducational organisa-~ 
tions, 


A well-known author, the late Dr. 
Kellogg wrote many books, among 
them being the following: American 
Insects (1904), Animal Studies (with 
D. S. Jordan and H. Heath 1905), 
Evolution and Animal Life (with 
D. S. Jordan 1907), Darwinism To- 
day (1907), Insect Studies (1908), 
Scientific Aspects of Luther Bur- 
bank's Work (with D S, Jordan 
1909), In and Out of Florence (un- 
der pseudonym “Mox_ Vernon," 
1910), The Animals and Man (1911), 
Beyond Wir (1912), Economic Zoo- 
logy and Entomology (with R. W. 
Deane, 1915), Losses of Life in Mo- 
dern Wars and Race Deterioration 
(with G. Bodart 1916), Headquarters 
Nights (1917), The. Food Problem 
(with A. R. Taylor 1917), Fighting 
and After (1919), Herbert Hoover— 
The Man and His Work (1920), 
Nuova,.the New Bee (1021), Human 
Heredity (1923), Evolution (1024), 
Reading with , a Purpose—Blology 
(1925). He also wrote text books 
of zoology and biology and articles 
in magazines.

'IN EDUCATION 


SUNDAY’S. CATHEDRAL 
SERMON, 


"It js only by putting foct and truth 
before theory” and dogma that we 
shall educate ao eneratlon of under= 
Blanding and intelligent Christlans, 
who wil be able to hold their own 
among other understanding and in- 
telligent people, so that the Christlan 
religion will no longer be despised,” 
said the Rev. A. J. Bennltt, preaching 
at St. John's Cathedral on Sunday 
morning, 

Taking as 


his text: “The 
shall make 


you free," from 
8:32, the Rev. Bennitt sald: 2 have 
recently been reading a book on 
education ‘by Bertrand Russell. The 
aetual copy I read had been pre- 
sented to the Staff Mbrary of one of 
the leading misslonury schoola in 
Hongkong, and [ was told that Its 
presentation was much criticised by 
some people bevause itis the work of 
a man who is well known to be antl- 
Christian in his beliefs. The bool: 
actually — contains nothing — antl- 
Christian in it, but I cannot help 
{celing that even If it, did those 
people who odjected to it were 
wrong: Their attitude argued not only 
an unwillingness to face: both sides 
of a question them » but also an 
unwillingness to give other people 
the chance to do so, 

Now it Is true that you cannot for 
ever face both sides of every ques- 
tien, There are a lot of questions 
ubout which yuu have pot to male up 
your mind, once yor become an adult 
and have to choose your profession 
in life: you cannot ever again hold a 
completely unblassed opinion on such 
questions or you will simply never 
uet anything done, It is no good ex- 
pecting a completely unblassed opinion 
about the religion from a clergyman, 
or about Vint from a soldier, or 


Truth 
John 


about the Yivhts and wrongs of pri- 
vate propents—fromn a busin man: 
the best you can hope for is that 
their point of view will be the out- 
come of a carefully considered 
Judgement made carer in life, not of 
unthought out prejudices inculeated 
in childhood. : 

Bertrand Russell admits the point 
that for the purposes of practical 
Uving it Is often necessary to make 
up your mind on certain questions, 
some of which are countroversial: 
but he pvoes on to say that for 
children who have not yet got to 
decide on thelr Hfe's work, it is 
essentini to give them every op- 
portunity of secingg both sides of 
every question, so that in fact they 
can make their own decisions and 
not have them made for them, This 
is In fact the Scientific spirit, which, 
more than anything else, has made 
possible the progress of the Jast 
hundred yenrs: it is the opposite of 
the spirit which informs education to- 
day In Germany, and Italy and 
Russia, and Japan, where children 
are taught at school to hold certain 
beliefs which may or may nat be 
true, but which the State thinks it Is 
good for them to hold. 


Christian Education 


Which of these two spirits controls 
Christlan education? Are we intent 
on inculcating Christian beliefs into 
chitdren ‘before they are old enough 
to judge for  themselves—belicfs 
which whatever we say we cannot 
claim to be non-controversinl? Or 
are we intent on bringing them up to 
be people of independent judgment, 
and content to teach them facts’ and 
to trust them to draw their own con- 
clusions fram them?. That is.to say, 
is our faith strong enough for us to 
trust Christlanity to stand on Its own 
fect and win the considered belict of 
an educated person of tndependent 
judgment? Or are we so afraid that 
it will not be able to stand on Its own 
fect that we are anxious to drive it 
home In a similar if less drastic way 
to that In which the tenets of Nazism 
and Fascism are being driven hom? 
to the children of Germany and 
Italy? 

Tam afraid we must plead guilty 
to this charge of lack of fatth and of 
using wrong methods in a very great 
measure in the past und to no con- 
siderable degree even in the present.

ago T had to give a lesson in a Sun- 
day School, I looked up the lesson I 
Was supposed to give, and found {t 
was Intended to be a picture of life 
In some of the primitive churches 
founded by St. Paul 1 happen to 
have made some study of Church 
history, and I found the description 
of the life of the Church piven in the 
book simply was not true, it was an 
Idealised product of the dmagination 
of the person who wrote it, with 
practically no relation to the true 
facts of history at all, happened 
to know this, and to be‘able to alter 
the lesson anecordingly, but the 
majority of people who had to tench 
it probably did not know and pre- 
sumably taught the lesson more or 
less us ft stood, which meant. the 
children were being given an entirely 
false picture. . 
Twisted History 

The people who were responsible 

for composing the lesson ought never 


to have written what they did with- 
out learning: more about it, assuming 


they did not Know they were wrong. | 


Unfortunately such a twisting of 
history is often justified on the 
grounds that it brings home the les- 
son more clearly to the children, the 
real point being, of course, not the 
facts but the moral, I cannot agree 
that it is ever right to distort facts 
for the salce of a moral: better Invent 
a fairy story and make it clear it is 
one, else sooner or later * the child 
will ‘discover your facts are wrong, 
and will conclude the moral you have 
drawn from them is wrong too: ot 
else he will join the ranks of bigoted 
defenders of bellefs acecpted in ehild- 
hood and never properly thought-out 
or understood. . . 

There are in the world to-day an 
enormous number of these bigoted 
people who are quite incapable of 
ever making an unprejudiced judg- 
ment. It ig not almply thot they have 
not cnough knowledge: it Is that their 
whole education has been against 
promoting a sane and balanced out- 
look: they have been taught a point 
of view and a sclection of {acts sup~ 
Porting it, and parts on the other 
side have been totally suppressed, In 
England this is true of nearly all 
teuching about religion, about BCX, 
about the British Empire, and about 
many other very {!mportant things: tn 
many other countries it Is a great 
deal worse than in England, in a few 
it is rather better—in none Is it any- 
where near the ideal; -- -: apne 


No Fear of Truth 


Our concern is particularly with 
religion, Iam myself convinced that 
Christianity has no need to be afraid 
of truth. If [ thought otherwise I 
could not be-a Christian. Yct is al- 
most always in books written by 
non-Christians that we find it urged 
that cducation ought ulways to be 
free from bias, the tacit assumption 
being that ff there is no bias the 
children will prow up free-thinkers 
and not Christians. Of course it 
must be truly. free from bias; that is 
to say that the objective truths of 
Christlanity should be taught in the 
sume way as the objective truths of

THE C.N.A.C, MISHAP 


The first serious mishap to a 
plane flying out of Hongkong 
hag aroused feelings of sym- 
pathy -not only with those who 
have been bereaved by the loss 
of three members of the crew of 
the flying-boat Chekiang, but 
also with the officials of the 
China National Aviation Cor- 
poration; a concern which had 
hitherto enjoyed immunity from 
n disaster of this kind. The 
mishap appears: to haye been 
due to a combination of un- 
fortunate circumstances which 
may never be encountered again. 
When the plane ran into rain 
squalls and dense fog, the pilot 
mide an attempt to return to 
Hongkong, but in the meantime 
the weather had become equally 
bad behind, 
possible to proceed in-any direc- 
tion, Captain Smith was left 
with no option but to make a 
forced landing at Un- 
happily, the machine was caught 
ina trough between huge waves, 
her nose broken and she over- 
turned. All‘ but three members 
of the crew managed to cling to 
the wrecked plane until rescued. 
Captain Smith, though injured, 
made a gallant but fruitless at- 
tempt to save the Chinese radio 
operator, and ‘was himself un- 
conscious when picked up. But 
for his skill in most untoward 
circumstances, , the whole of 
those on board might have been 
lost. In the conditions prevail- 
ing, he appears. to have done 
everything humanly possible to 
minimise the disaster. It is, un- 
happily, impossible for aviation 
concerns to guarantee absolute 
immunity from. mishaps, but, 
when we bear in mind the ex- 
tent to which flying has de- 
velop in recent yeurs and the 
tremendous mileage covered 
every day by regular services, 
the percentage of serfous ac- 
cidents is amazingly low. The 
C.N.A.C, has held a fine record 
in this respect, and the un- 
fortunate occurrence which has 
now happened should in no way 
leasen public confidence in 
this capably-manned, efficiently 
equipped and well-run service.

1801 just ten million walkers 
were counted.

But to- 
day there are approximately two 
million private cars and half ao 
million commercial — vehicles 
sharing the walkers’ domain. 

In thitty years we have only 
had 3,000 miles of rond added 
and traffic has grown by 1,000 
per cent. 

Pavements in those days were 
not thought necessury other 
than in thickly populated dis- 
tricts. The length of pavements 
added now represents not five 
per cent. of the total of the 
roads.

fore, to read of the 
100,000 road accident analysis 
involving human injury recently 
collated by the Ministry of 
Transport. ; 
It blames walkers to 
extent of 28.6 per cent, Put it 
another way: We are told, ac- 
cording to the chief constables 
of Britain, that 28,099 walkers 
were responsible in the 100,000 
total road accidents. These 
road smashes caused the death 
of 2,560, people; half were 

walkers.

More deaths occurred to each of . 


these dangerous periods than to 
all the walkers between the ages 
of cighteen and fifty. There 
are about five million children 
under seven and eight hundred 
thousand men and women of 
seventy-five and over.

OME of the: most thoughtful 
and disappointed people in 
England at the moment are the 
parents of hundreds of young 
men who, at an average cost of 
nearly £1,000, have just com- 
pleted three yenrs at one of the 
older universities, 


On the strength of this ugrecable 
experience, 1 degree of sorts, and a 
liberal education (too often a 
euphemism for a total Jack of voca- 
tlonal training), these retarded 
adolescents expect the social system 
to provide them with attractive and 
well-paid work. 


British Navy was able to play 
a useful part in rescue opera- 
tions, whilst the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs patrol also 
rendered valued aid of-a similar 
character.

The 
answer to that question Is—yes and 
no,

Sham Competition 


OBODY questions the valde of a 
well-tralned mind: Wut there 
must first be a mind to train. Eight 
rout of ten of the young men ‘at the 
older universities are gaining In- 
finitely less in three years from their 
experience than they would galn in 
a single year im the world of real 
‘ns opposed to sham competition, 


They are not scholars: they never 
will be. ‘They are” incapable of 
academic distinction, ineligible for 
the plums {t brings. Thoso—and 
they are a majority—who are not 
undergoing a practical course of 


preparation for thelr projected 
enrecrs—at the Bar, for example, or 
in medicine, or the works jnboratory 
—nore wasting their time and thelr 
parents’ money. 


They have missed two of the 
greatest cducatlonal - factors—the 
necessity to carn a living at an carly 
age and ‘the experience which life 
gives a young man in the-process of 
doing so. They have been shiclded 
from reality too long; and now the 
impact of reality will hurt them. 


There may be a job awaiting them 
—in a family business or through 
family influence. But probably there 
is no job. Parents may be able to 
offord a further outlay in order to 
begin to train—at the age of 22!—~ 
their sons to carn a living. It often 
happens that no more money can be 


“spent. : 


For a surprisingly’ large number 
of parents. when they decide, at a 
cost of £300, a year, to send thelr 
sons to Oxford or Cambridge, Took 
no farther than the end of the unl- 
versity course, They have tricd to 
do their best for thelr sons;.but they 
cannot escape a heavy shore cf res- 
ponsibility for the results, 


Yet look at the handicap for the 
undergraduate who has worked hord 
with a view to entering ono of the 
learned: professions. If his parents 
are unable to find the money to 
launch him in a practice, ho has to 
stort three years late, lacking the 
valuable experience he might obtaln~ 
ed in his profession during that 
period.

Out of the women’s total staff 
there were..3,333. absences, 1,733 of 
the disabled men, and: 6,042 of the 
other men, This means: that 69.7 
per cent, of the women had sick 
leave, 52.4 per cent. of the disabled 
men, and 58.2 per cent, of the other 
men, . 


DISABLED MEN'S RECORD 


On this basis of comparison the 
women again headed the Mat, while, 
strange to say, the disabled men, 
nearly all of whom went through the 
horrors of the trenches, showed the 
best health record, with the lowest 
percentage of absentecs, 


Excluding officers absent for 13 
weeks or more, women are’ again 
shown to have.a higher illness rate 
than the disabled men, the respective 
number of days of absence per officer 
belng 9.8 and 0.2, 

The Minlstry's return also includes

to-day she is recovering and 
prospering. But she faced, and 
faces, ‘all her problems in the 
sane and sober manner of 
democracy. . 

Nobody discusses nervously 
the possibility of dictatorship 
—whether of the Right or of the 
Left. Nobody wonders whether 
Sweden fs ‘ going Fascist" or 
“ going Bolshevik.” In that sane 
atmosphere such nonsense can- 
not live. 

It is a Labour-Farmer coall- 
tlon Government - which - has 
steered Sweden out of the de- 
pression, and which to-day has 
the confidence not only of Its 


supporters but of all the coun~ ‘ 
try. 5 

Of course, the Opposition 
criticises and opposes. Big busi- 
ness men grumble, after the 
manner of their kind, at the 
heaviness of taxation. But for 
all that they are unaffectedly 
proud of “ old Per Hansson,” the 
Prime Minister, who still lives in 
his small working-class house in 
a Stockholm suburb and takes 
the tram every morning to his 
office. 

Of course, the workers too 
have thelr complaints. One 
thing that surprises and shocks 
the English trayeller is to find

And the warmth fs unfeigned, 
They are Indeed anxious, these 
Swedes, for closer relations be- 
tween the two countries, for 
more trade between them, for 
more British visitors to Sweden. 
For all of which there Js more 
than good reason on both sides. 
*But their friendliness 1s not’ 
based on calculation of political 
or economic or financial advan- 
tage. It is just—friendliness, ° 
For ten days we were in 


Sweden, They were busy days. _ 


’ We were in Stockholm, Goteborg 
and Malmi.- We visited the 
vathing places of Skania, the 
lovely forest and lakcland of 
Dalecarlla, mining and steel and 
timber towns of the North. 


EB talked with = all 

W/ “ sorts and conditions” 

of Swedes—with the 

Crown Prince and Princess, with 

Ministers, with business men, 

with “captains of industry,” 

with journalists, with workers, 
with everybody. ‘ 

And from one and all, with- 

. out a single exception, we had a 
friendliness and 3 frankness 
which made us feel almost, 
ashamed, fearful lest Swedes 
travelling here might mect at 
times with coldness or even 
rudeness. 

Iam in debt. Up.and down 
Sweden there are Swedish men 
and Swedish women from whom 
we have had Swedish hospitality 
(which not even hospitable 
America -can rival), Swedish 
kindness, 2 Swedish welcome to 
strangers. I cannot hope to 
repay them all: but I can 
promiso to remember.

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MURDER: ATTEMPT 
ALLEGED 


SHOEBLACK FIRES 
AT POLICE OFFICER 


Alleged to have attempted to mur- 
der Indian Pollee-Sergennt B17 
Nathe Khon by shooting him with a 
Service rifie nt Pollee Headquarters 
on the evening of July 2, Li Tsan, 
aged 28, shoeblack,. appeared on 
committal proceedings before Mr. K. 
Keen at the Central Mnglstracy yes- 
terdny afternoon. 


Chicf Detective-Inspector J. Mure 
phy appenred for the prosecutlon, 
usslsted by Pollee-Sergeant J. Shep- 
herd. Accused was not represented, 
und sat in the dock under guard of 
an armed Indlan constable. 


Detailing the facts of the case and 
the result of pollce enquiries into the 
affalr, ~ Chief *. Detective-Inspector 
Murphy sald that defendant was 
employed as a_shoeblack by the 
Mohammedan pollce officers, and -had 
held that position for ten yeara. 
The alleged shooting took plnce on 
the first ‘tloor of Police Hendquar- 
ters, which was the building facing 
Uollywood Road, and was distin 
suished from the building across the 
compound, whlch was known ns Cen- 
tral Police Statlon. 

On June 18, Sergeant Nathe. Khan 
moved from his quarters in Central 
Police Station to Police Meadquar- 
ters, where he occupled a room in 
the north-west corner of that block. 
The head of his bed {nced westward, 
and there was a window over it, 
which was: usually Ieft open in the 
summer. About 8.40 p.m. on July 2, 
the Sergeant went to bed. He was 
the only senior officer in the room, 
which was occupied by nine Indian 
recruits. The door to the room was 
diagonally opposite to the Sergeant's 
bed, and on the wall near the door 
was a rifle rack, In which the Ser- 
Reant and the recruits kept their 
rifles. 

Shortly after pulting out the ght, 
the Sergeant heard the sound of a 
shot. He did not know who had 
fired it or where it came from. He 
would say, however, that, previous 
fo retiring, he saw accused in. the 
lavatory close by the room, and also 
that he hnd noticed accused sleep- 
ing In the passngeway near the 
room on three successive nights, 
prior to the shootlng. Accused nor- 
mally slept in his quarters in Con- 
tral Police Statton. 


Rifle on Stairs 


Pollce officers were roused by the 
sound of the shot, and Inspector J, 
MecWalter found a rifle lying on the 
8 stulrway near the reom. The 

a t would identify the rifle ns 
his own, and would also say that it 
had not been flred for some con- 
siderable time. An expert would be 
called to’ give. evidence that the 
rifle had been recently fired. 

About that time, or shortly after- 
wards, on Indlan sergennt saw de- 
fendant leaving Police Headquarters 
by the side door leading to the main 
entrance of Central Police Station. 
It was then alleged that defendant 
went straight to the District Watch- 
men's quurters in Talpingshan, and 
there confessed that he had shet aon 
Indian to death, He was Imniedi- 
ately taken back to Central Police 
Statlon. 

There he pointed out to Divisional 
Inspector Stimson four rounds of 
rife ammunition which were lying 
in the pnssageway near the Inspec- 
tor General of Police’s office. He 
also took Inspector Stimson to the 
place where he normally slept, and 
produced a rifle. ammunition elip, 
Subsequent enquiries revealed that 
the clip belonged to Indian constable 
B137. Al Indian constables were 
issued ten rounds of ammunition, 
and the constable’s box, when open- 
ed, only had five rounds of ammuni- 
tion. Accused worked for B137 be- 
sides other Indtats,'and it’ was pos- 
sible for him to steal the ammuni- 
tlon. 

The shot which accused fired must 
have passed over the Sergeant by a 
few iuches, continued Inspector Mur- 
phy. It passed out through the 
window and lodged in the wall of 
n house in Hollywood Road. — Had 
the bullet not struck the wall, it 
would have gone through a window, 
and probably killed someone. 


Defendant's Statement 


Defendant, when charged, made a 
long statement In which he tried to 
justify hls actlon by stating that he 
was under the Impression © that he 
was going to be dismissed, and thnt 
the Sergeant was responsible for It. 
In the latter part of June, n large 
number of recrults hnd been trans- 
ferred from the Police Tratning 
School to Central Police Station, 
and the Senior Sergeant considered 
that defendant had cnough to do 
without looking after the new ar- 
rivals, and arranged to engage on 
extra shoeblack. Defendant was aop- 
parently annoyed, as he wnhnted to 
do alt the worl: himself, That was 
the only motive, but that did not 
justify his action In trying to shoot 
the Sergeant. : 

Sergeant: Hl. N. Moran, Police 
Photographer, gave evidence of tak- 
ing photographs ‘of the Sergeant's 
and other places. connected 


Sergeant-Major 4H. WwW. Smith, 
RA.OL., testified to having examin- 
ed the rifle and spent bullet case. 
The bullet was of .303 Mark VII pat- 
tern, Fired from the riffe, it could 
_ Q man at a-distanco of over a 
mile, : 

Sub-Inspector L. R. Whant depos- 
ed to his investigations into the case 
and said. he recovered the bullet 
from the top floor of No. 27 Holly- 
wood Road, where ft had lodged. 
It was embedded two Inches into the 
wall, He also gave testimony of the 
mensurements he made of the dis- 
tances between the Sergeant's room 
and the house. 

Nathe Khan then gave his story 
which tallled with the opening re- 
marks of Inspector Murphy. 


Driven to Extremes

Finally, after mid-night, a cavalcade 
ef seven cars, bearing Japanese 
officers, a guard and Chinese officials, 
five foreign ond over o score of 
Japanese newspapermen, went to the 
place where .the clash . occurred, 
orriving after:a long delay. Chinese 
militiamen had to go ahead for the 
last mile to warn their entrenched 
comrades not to shoot. 

The body of the Japancse oficcr 
lay beside, the bullet-riddled motor 
car in which he drove along’ the extra 
settlement road yesterday. Snaito's 
body lay in a ficld a mile away. 

The Chinese have erected trenches

The desirability of lighthouses along the China coast 
being equipped with wireless is emphasised by the 
disaster to the C.N.AC. plane, Chekiang, on Sunday, for 
it has now been established that the survivors had been 
rescued and were being cared for at Chilang lightnouse 
long before H.M.S. Thracian left Hongkong on his search 


for the plane. 


Actually, the survivors were safe at Chilang light- 
house before 11 a.m., whereas H.MLS. Thracian, did not 
leave Hongkong until 1.20-p.m. Moreover, the Customs 
eruiser Ho Shing took the survivors aboard from the 
lighthouse at 7.30 p.m., but it was not until 10 p.m. that 
she got into wireless touch with the Thracian stating 
that the rescued passengers from the plane were safe. 
The delay in sending out this information has not so far 


been explained. 
THRACIAN'S PART 


Lieutenant Commander E. B. Tan- 

cock, of H.M.S, Thracian, told a 
Telegraph reporter this morning of 
the part played by his ship in the 
search for the: plane. He satd the 
Thracian left Hongkong at 1.20 p.m. 
and arrived off Chilang Polnt nt 5.45 
p.m. There was no fog, but the rain 
was squally and blinding. 
_ The Ho Shing had. arrived and 
‘andther small Customs cruiser was 
in the vicinity, both apparently en- 
gaged in the search. The three ships 
split up and cruised around In the 
vielnity of the Ilghthouse, the Thra- 
clan sending a motor boat to investi- 
gate in shallow waters. About 10 
p.m. a wireless message was received 
from the Ho Shing to the effect that 
the resctied had -been found: at: the 
Mghthouse and had been taken on 
board. 


The two ships were some distance |. 


apart at that time but they proceed- 
ed to join up and half an hour after 
midnight the Thracian «sent across 
her whaler and brought back the 
survivors. She then turned for 
Hongkong arriving at 6.45 a.m. on 
Monday. 


LEAVING HOSPITAL 


Captain Ed. Smith {is being dis- 
charged from Queen Mary Hospltal 
to-day at’ his own request, ond Mr.

NO TRACE OF MISSING

EMPIRE TROPHY CONTEST AT BISLEY 


. London, July 25. 
Australia, after leading all the way, 
recaptured nt Bisley yesterday the 
Emplre challenge trophy whieh she 
Tost to Britain in 1928. Her winning 
total of 2,222 was 17 points better 
than Britain and Cannda, 56 better 


. than Indla and 17 points higher than 


Britain’s winning total in 1923, 
Australia was assisted to victory by 
a fine performance by Sargt.-mnj. 
Stanley Lee, who at the first five 
aAlstances registered 49 out of 50 at 
cach of them. He dropped six points 
at 1,000, but still finished with the 
highest Individual aggregate of any 
member of the four teams. Lee 
belongs to the Albury Rifle Club, New 
South Wales, and only began to shoot 
in 1933, :

For England, Commander D, 3, 
Swanston, who {s captaln of the 
English team to visit Australia next 
winter, had the highest individuak 
score with 285; Capt. J. A. Barlow 
und Capt. A. J. Andrews had 278. 


Lord Cottesloe (chairman: of the 
N.R.A, Council) presented the trophy 
to Sir Charles Merrett, commandant 
of the Australian team, and cone 
gratulated them on thelr success after 
leading over the whole of the course.

“PROHIBIT ALL’, . 

The full text of the resolution to 
be moved is as follows: 

“That in view of the .cruelties in- 
volved fn killing for sport, this 
meeting urges the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Trust 
reseind any existing authorisa 
and prohibit all future hunting: and 
shooting for sport on. Trust lands 
{except such as have been piven to 
the Trust conditionally upon the 
sanction of field sports thereon), for 
the following reasons: : 

“(1) The National Trust Act 

(1907), as printed In the Trust's 

annual report, expressly states . 

that the Trust wos established 

(Inter alla) for the preservation 

(so far as practicable) of...ant- 

mal and plant Ufe, (Clause 4, 

Sect, 1.) 

(2) The Trust's own Bye-law No, 
8, as displayed on Its estates, forbids 
any unauthorised person to ‘catch or 
kill any blrd or other animal’ or to 


” 


‘shoot or chase or drive game or 
other animals.’ 


“CRUELTIES" 

(3) Trusts lands being virtually 
public property, some regard should 
he pald to the rapidly growing section 
of public opinion which disapproves 
of the crucities involved in hunting 
and shooting of wild creatures for 
amusement.” 

The proposer of this resolution ts 
Commander J. Leonard Cather, head 
of the National Council for Animal 
Welfare, 

Lord Noel-Buxton js among the 
seven influential members of the 
Trust who have seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

A llvely debate is expected, 

Commander Cather said: “Obvious- 
ly it is ridiculous that the National 
Trust, which exists to preserve wild 
life, should allow hunting and 
shooting where it can prevent it. 

“The mumber of members 
definitely opposed to blood sports 
has been increasing steadily. It 
is time that “the Trust took a © 
definite Ilne to stop crueltics to 
animals on its estates.” 

Mr. Bertram Lloyd, seeretary of 
the National Society for the Abolition 
of Crucl Sports, and a seconder of 


the resolution, sald:

“As a life member of the Trust, I 
fecl that it js In the best interest of 
the Trust and the nation that this 
vital question 1s discussed and 
settled, 

“There are hundreds of people who 
do not support the Trust financially 
because of its attitude to cruel sports, 

“It ts argued that the Snancial 
loss from hunting circles if hunt~ 
Ing were ubollshed would be dis- 
astrous. But would it? 

‘It should bo possible to gct 
other people opposcd to blood 
sports to guarantco to make up 
the money, 

“There never has been given 
opportunity for proper discussion of 
the question at Trust mectings, Every 
effort has been made to delay the 
issue. : 

“If a plebiscite of Trust mem- 
bers were held I am certain that 


that there had 


an overwhelming majority in 

favour of .stopping blood-sports 

would be obtaincd.” 

Mr, Lloyd said that a member of 
the Trust committee at Ashridge re- 
signed in protest ogalnst blood-sports.

The four Officers Training Corps 
contingents of Manchester, SheMictd, 
Nottingham, and Liverpoo! Universi- 
ties are now in camp at Cockwatch 
(Middlewick Ranges), just outside 
Colchester. There are’ some 250 
cadets in) cump, with 11 officers, 
Major A. H; Blest, of The Essex 


tain J. EL King, of The Bulfs, 
adjutant of the North Midland group 
of university contingents,, and 25 
Regular Army personnel to assist in 
the running of the camp and the 
instruction of the cadets, The train- 
{ng mainly consists of tactical exer- 
cises without troops, and the ground 
to the south of the ranges affords 
scope for small schemes of all sorts. 
* Spectal attention .is being paid to 
the many cnndidates’ for certificates 
“A’ ond “B" and the = specialist 
machine-gunners’ certificate, for 
which practical examinations will be 
held at the end of the camp, In the 
four contingents there ore 93 candi- 
dates for certificate “A” and 70 for 
either certificate “B"” or the machine- 
gunners’ certificate, The balance of 
the cadets already in possession of a 
certificate act as Instructors or as 
syndicate leaders for the, tactieal 
exercises, ; 

Although all the contingents {n 
camp ore organized as infantry unlts, 
the exercises and schemes .are not 
confined to the tactics of infantry, 
any more than are the questions can- 
didates for the certificates are Ukely 
to have to answer in their examina~ 
tlons. Al! have to possess and dis- 
play g good working knowledge of 
all arms and of combined tactics 
generally. 


SERIES OF DEMONSTRATIONS 


In additlon to the work they do 
themselves, the contingents are being 
given o series of demonstrations ‘by 
the Regular units of the Colchester 
Garrison. It Js the rule now that 
once every three years the annual 
camp shall be held at a place where 
the maximum amount of assistance 
may be obtained from neighbouring 
Regular units. This year the 14th 
Field Brigade R.A., is showing the 
cadets the latest fleld artillery equip- 
ment and methods, The Somerset 
Light Infantry is exhibiting its new 
Bren guns and trucks, and the ap- 
proved methods by which these are 
to be employed. Another unit is 
organizing a working party and put- 
ting up wire entanglements for the 
cadets’ benefit; and No, 2 (Army 
Cooperation) Squadron, R.AF,, from 
Hawkings, is giving a display of 
Army cooperation work, including 
the dropping of supplies by para~ 
chute, 

Two of the tralning schemes are 
of somewhat novel nature. One is 
a “map walk.” The endets move 
from polnt to polnt, finding thelr 
way by map, and at certain rendez- 
vous are set topographical problems. 
The other Js a night operation, dur- 
ing which partles of trained cadets 
demonstrate to the rest the effect of 
movement and noise at night; and all 
the endets then carry out a night 
march, finding their way by compass.

NATURAL CAUSES 
VERDICTS 
PRISONERS WHO — 

DIED IN GAOL 


A verdict of death from natural 
causes was returned by a Jury com- 
prising Messrs, M. Beraha (foreman), 
Cc. F, Andrew and M. A. Remedios, 
nt the Central Magistracy this morn- 
Ing, at the conclusion of a formal 
inquiry, into the death of Wony Chak, 
a male prisoner who died ut Vic- 
toria Gaol on July 20, Mr. K. Keen 
sat as Coroner. 

Chief Warder J. W. FitzGerald 
stuted that deceased wan sentenced 
to six months’ hard Inbour on June 
12 for a brench of the Deportation 
Ordinance. The. man was admitted 
to hospital on July 14 and died at 
2.45 pm, on July 20. ‘ 
“Dr, G. 1. Shaw, medical oMfcer-in- 
charge of gaols, said he first saw 
deceased on June 14, and the man’s 
condition was then very poor. He 
had chronic tuberculosis and was 
also suffering from chronic opium 
poisoning. At a post-mortem = &x~ 
amination, the cause of death was 
found to be (1) pulmonary tubere 
culosls, and (2) terminal pneumonia. 


ANOTHER INQUIRY 


A sgcond inquiry was then held 
into the death of Wong Kai, another 
gnale prisoner, who died on July 22. 
The Jury empanelled comprised 
Messrs, L. H. G. Frost (foreman), 
HS. Dinsdale and Ng Ching-kong. 
. Evidence was given. by Chief War- 
der H, Barrett thot decensed was 
sentenced to a month's hard labour 
for the possession of dutlable tobac- 
co on July 3, In default of paying a 
fine of $40. The ‘man dicd at 9.15 
am, on July 22. 

Dr. Shaw said deccased's general 
condition was very poor. The man 
had tuberculosis and was, marked as 
being linble to sudden death, He 
was admitted to hospital on July 15, 
and at n post-mortem examination the 
cause was found to be duc to acute 
pulmonary tuberculosis. The moan 
was so weak when he was admitted 
into prison that he was placed Jn the 
doctor's party, which meant that he 
did no lnbour at all.

THE C.N.A.C. MISHAP 


The first serious mishap to a 
plane flying out -of Hongkong 
has aroused feelings of sym- 
pathy not only with those “who 
have been bereaved by the loss 
of three members of the crew of 
the flying-boat Chekiang, but 
also with the officials of the 
China National Aviation Cor- 
poration, a concern which had 
hitherto enjoyed immunity from 
na disaster of this kind. The 
mishap appears. to have been 
due to a combination of un- 
fortunate circumstances which 
may never be encountered again. 
When the plane ran into rain 
squalls and dense fog, the pilot 
made.an attempt to return.to 
Hongkong, but in the meantime 
the weather-had become equally 
bad behind, and as it was im- 
péasible to proceed in any dirce- 
tion, Captain Smith was ‘left 
with no option but to make a 
forced Janding at sea. Un- 
happily, the machine was caught 
in a trough between huge waves, 
her nose broken and she over- 
turned. All but three members

the wrecked plane until rescued. 
Captain Smith, though injured, 
made a gallant but fruitless at- 
tempt to save the Chinese radio 
operator, and was himself un- 
conscious when picked up. But 
for his skill in most untoward 
circumstances, the whole of 
those on board might have been 
lost. *In the conditions prevail- 
ing, he appears to have done 
everything humanly possible to 
minimise the disaster. It is, un- 
happily, impossible for aviation 
concerns to guarantee absolute 
immunity from mishaps, but, 
when we bear in mind the ex- 
‘tent to which flying has de- 
velop in ‘recent years and the 
tremendous mileage covered 
every day by regular services, 
the percentage - of - serious ac- 
cidents is amazingly low. The 
C.N.A.C. has held a fine record 
in: this respect, and the un- 
fortunate occurrence which has 
now happened should jn no way 
lessen public confidence in 
this capably-manned, efficiently 
equipped and ‘well-run service. 
Once again, as in many another 
unfortunate <.oceurrence, the

That ill feeling harasses the 
men who make our laws. The 
Government fear to inflict laws 
on the man who goes by foot. 
First he is most numerous; and 
has greater potential voting 
power. Then there is the 
liberty of the subject. His 
rights cannot be abused in 
Britain. 

But the Westminster public 
men still have the problem of 
keeping down the casualty list 
and preserving the life of the 
sometimes thoughtless walker. 


DIEHARD champions 
of all walkers, the 


Pedestrian Association, ask that 
the other people on the road 
be dealt with. They refuse even 
to think of foot bridges and sub- 
ways. o> ‘ 

Their chief objection is that 
old people with weak hearts or 
other folk who suffer from 
shortness of breath should not 
ba expected to climb protective 
stairs. ' 

On the other side, 600,000- 
membership Automobile <As- 
sociation complain that the 
walker escapes all weight of 
rond legislation, The Royal Auto- 
mobilé Club say the same thing. 
Walkers are asked only to be 
good enough to behave. Other 
road users are ordered to do it 


‘under pain of breach of the law.

liberal education (too often a 
euphemism for a total lack of voca~ 


tional (raining), these retarded 
adolescents expect the social system 
to provide them with attractive and 
well-paid work.

Country parsons, doctors, Civil Ser- 
vants, struggling business men could, 
if they chose, tell pathetic stories of 
stinting and scraping and real sacri- 
fice, So that thelr sons may spend, 
three years at Oxford or Cambridge, 
they have overworked, gone without 
holidays, denicd themselves small 
comforts, and practised In their 
homes na rigid economy affecting 
every member of the family—except 
the favoured undergraduate. 

Is it worth !t? countless parents 
have asked themselves, and with a 
new insistence in recent years. The 
answer to that question is—yes and 
Do. . 


In the case of un exceptional boy, 
with a fine mind and, above all, a de- 
finite bent, ft is immeasurably worth 
while. Any sacrifice is well repaid 
which gives on Asquith, an F. E.

It often 
happens that no more money can be 
spent.

Defendant alleged he had 
reported: hls departure in 1935 by 
asking friends to notify the police for 
him, but the pollee had no record 
of this. However, the police were 
willing to withdraw the first charge 
if defendant admitted the second.

In all Europe I know 
no people with whom we British 
feel so quickly, so spontancouslyp 
and so completely at home. - 
They feel it, too. Tobe British 
fs, in-Sweden, to be assured of 
the warmest of welcomes cvery- 
where. 
And the warmth Is unfelgned. 
They are indeed anxious, these 
* Swedes, for closer relations be- 
tween the two countries, for 
more trade between them, for 
more British visitors to Sweden. 
For all of which there Js more 
than good reason on both sides. 
But thelr friendliness is not 
based on calculation of political 
or economic or financial advan- 
tage. It ts just—frlendllness. 
For ten days we were in 
. Sweden. They were busy days. 
We were in Stockholm, Goteborg 
and Malm. We visited the 
hathing places of Skania, the 
lovely forest and lakeland of 
- Dalecarlia, mining and steel and 
timber towns of the North. 


E talked with all 
WV “ sorts and conditions” 

‘ of Swedes—with the 
Crown Prince and Princess, with 
Ministers, with business men, 
with “captains of industry,’ 
with journalists, with workers, 
with everybody. — 

And from one and all, with- 
out a single exception, we had a 
friendliness and a frankness 
which made us feel almost 
ashamed, fearful lest Swedes 
travelling here might meet at 
times with coldness or even 
rudeness. 

Iam in debt. Up and down 
Sweden there are Swedish men 
and Bwedish women from whom 
wo have had Swedish hospitality 
(which not even hospitable 
America’ can rival), Swedish 
kindness, a Swedish welcome to 
strangers. I cannot hope to 
repay them all: but Z can 
promise to remember. 


UT most of all my 

thanks to Sweden for 

that bath of sanity, 
for that all too short stay ino 
land where there is neither ter- 
ror nor the dread of terror, 
where all men aro free of 
thought and speech, where they 
respect themselves. and cach 
other: where they know how to 
live as civilised, grown up, hard- 
working cheerful men and 
womon should live. 

There aro not many such 
countries in Europe these days. 
It ts good to visit one.
